LETTER FROM CARIBOO. 
The following letter, altho! nat; of very recent 
date, we publish with much pleasure. Coming 
from the pen of the Rector of this Parish, and 
containing, as. it doés, much interesting infori- 
ation, both as regards the route anjl the mines, it 
|will be highly valudd_-by many of our ‘readers : 


Te the Editor\of the British Columbian. 
ANTLER CREEK, ‘CARIBOO, 
; August: 26th, 1862, 

Sin,—Thinking, that yperhaps the public may 
not be ill pleased to hear some account of our 
now far-famed mines from bie whois in al posi- 
tion to be an impartial, witness, [propose ‘to send 
you a ‘ round,invarnjshed tale” pf what I have 
as yet seen at Caribo. only premjsing that, un- 
less. othérwise specified, [ shall contine myself to 

facts of which lam personally cognizant. 

We, t: ¢., the Rev.Mr. Dundas,and I, .set out 
from Lillovet towardsithe close of the first week 
in July, by Mr. Wright's road which we follow- 
ed as far as it was then cconyppleted, viz., to the 
summit of Pavilion Mijiintain The road itself 
is excellent, but-it is'fépred its usefulness. will be 
somewhat impaired by this formidahle hill, whose 


altitude (4,400 feet) causes it to be covered with | 


snow both late in the spring and early in the 
autumn. From hence tliree routes diverge towards 
Williams Lake : the brigade trail:to the east ; 
the river trail.to the west, following the course 
of the Fraser’; and the -middle- trail, between 
the two, joining the river trail at Canoe Creek. 
The last mentioned, being shorter|than) the bri- 
gade, aud abundantly /sapplied with feed, was 
the favourite with the, packers. (We, however, 
having but one animallightly packed, and being
